Can Russia Build the H-Bomb, Too? 


WASHINGTON—From revelations made in the Fuchs espionage case in London we are now able 
to understand how our scientists and atomic energy experts came to make such a gross miscalcula- 
tion in the time that would be required by the Russians to develop and produce the A-bomb. In this 


the Russians exceeded our expectations by three to 10 years. 


No less of an authority than Gen. Leslie 
Groves, head of the wartime Manhattan atomic 
energy project, gave it as his opinion back in 
1946 that it would take the Russians from seven 
to 15 years to master the secrets of A-bomb con- 
struction. He put it this way: Even if we went 
out to assist the Russians by supplying them with 
blueprints, technicians and technical Know-how, 
it would take them at best about seven years to get 
into production. Left to their own resources, the 
time would be extended indefinitely—perhaps to 
12 to '5 years, maybe longer, depending to some 
degree on the element of luck entering into their 
experiments. 


Scientists and technicians shared Gen. 
Groves’ view, which was based on the closest 
knowledge of all the difficulties we had to 
overcome in the development of the extreme- 
ly complicated and powerful weapon. Presi- 
dent Truman himself is known to have been 
guided by this scientific advice in making 
the decision he did immediately after the 
war not to pursue the far more destructive 


super hydrogen bomb. 


The assumption iiay be drawn, therefore, 
that the Russians have been working on the atom 
bomb since 1942, not merely since we dropped 
the first missile on Hiroshima in midsummer of 
1945, when they were first officially notified of 
our experiments. All of this tends to dove- 
tail with known Russian efforts to get certain 
vital materials from us during the war which 
were closely linked with the atomic project. Cer- 
tainly it is evidence enough that they were in- 
formed on what we were doing all the while. 


Another factor entering into the miscalcula- 
tions of our scientists and Gen. Groves was the 
large number of top-ranking German scientists 
picked up by the Russians in Germany after the 
war. These were taken back to Russia and put 
to work on atomic development. Between the 
secret info..nation supplied by Dr. Fuchs and 
the work of the German scientists, it is possible 
to understand how the Russians were able to ad- 
vance far more rapidly in their experiments than 
we expected them to. 


The only comforting note heard on the sit- 
uation has come from Dr. Vannevar Bush, the 
top scientist who aeaded up the Government 
wartime atomic project. He has expressed doubt 
as to the, value of any secrets which Dr. Fuchs 


may hope from this that the Russians still 
ha long way to go before catching up with 
us on the super bomb.

one can in the name of progress. An all-or-nothing campaigner gets 
no comfort at all from Lincoln. | ; 


Union His one great passion was the Union—just as previously 
it had been Andrew Jackson’s. Jackson was willing to 
hang John C. Calhoun and shoot Henry Clay if he had to do so 
to save the Union. (Later on he was to regret he hadn’t done both.) 
Lincoln kept his eye always on the truth and on what was right. 
He was capable of positive action and his courage was great. But 
he had an understanding of human nature and of the stubborn qual- 
ity of folkways which caused him to have great compassion, charity 
for all people. 

Therefore, knowing that the people want to move in the right 
direction, but that because of personalities, the inertia of customs 
and traditions, prejudices and historical loyalties, personal and local, 
they must be persuaded, he never got so far in front of the people 
they couldn’t see where he was going and couldn’t know what was 
in his mind. 

F When he freed the slaves, as a war emergency, he freed 

ree them only in the States still resisting. So meticulous was 
he that in some States where the Union Army was in partial occu- 
pation, he excluded from the emancipation the slaves in the coun- 
ties so occupied. As late as 1865, when Georgia’s Alexander 
Stephens headed the ill-fated peace missian to Hampton Roads, 
foredoomed by Jefferson Davis’ strictures, Lincoln then told Stephens 
that he would be willing to extend slavery for at least five years 
to allow the South peaceably to end the system. He was willing, 
too, to recommend Federal subsidy to end it sooner. He always 
thought it was wicked and wrong. He never let anyone under- 
stand anything else. But he never at any time suggested the sys- 
tem be immediately concluded by fiat. 


He skillfully built up an argument against it. He 
Argument was especially good at replying to the claim of some 
Southern owners that slavery was a good thing. “Although volume 
upon volume is written to prove slavery a very good’ thing,” he 
said, “we never hear of a man who wishes to take the good of 
it by being a slave himself.” He always hated slavery. 

In’ 1857, in a speech at Springfield, he was asked if he be- 
lieved a slave woman, pointed out, was his equal. He sensibly 
replied, “In some respects she certainly is not my equal, but in 
her natural right to eat the bread she earns with her own hands, 
without asking leave of anyone else, she is my equal and the equal 
of all others.” That, in essence, is the meaning of civil rights. 
N d It would be a good thing if the Congress and the pressure 

ee groups would use the real Lincoln in their debates, their 
thinking and their approach to the problems bound up in the civil 
rights controversy which dominates the domestic field as the awful 
shadow of the hydrogen bomb darkens the skies of the world. 

There is too much hypocrisy on the part of the pressure groups, 
which are saying to the Congressmen on their side, “We know 
you are going to have to compromise ... but don’t admit it and 
don’t talk it. Fight it out on an all-or-nothing basis until we 
are beat.” 

These same men joined in holding up Lincoln as the ideal of 
the fight. : 

They were never more wrong. 

The reason he is, perhaps, our most typical and our greatest 
American lies in the fact of his great understanding of how to 
persuade and lead.

Johnson Is Crippling Defense 


W ASHINGTON—It is a grave act to charge a high official with 
deliberately misinforming the nation. But it is graver still for the 
nation to be grossly and persistently misled about vital matters, 
as we are now being misled by Secretary of Defense Louis A. 
Johnson’s many misrepresentations. The time has come to call a 
spade a spade. Johnson has not been telling the truth about the 
national defense. 

Specifically, on Dec. 7, Johnson told the National Association 
of Manufacturers that his savings in the defense budget were being 
made “without any reduction in our state of preparedness.” He 
then reiterated this claim in his official annual report, stating that 
we are “obtaining greater national security at less expense.” All 
precautions are being taken, he said, to “increase rather than 
diminish the overall combat capabilities of the armed forces.” 

Only a few of the facts that flatly and utterly refute these 
claims of Johnson’s can be compressed into the space of a news- 
paper column. Yet even these few facts are sufficient to prove 
that the Secretary of Defense has been practicing what amounts 
to a confidence trick upon the nation. 


Nav As between the services, the Novy is, of course, the heavi- 
Y est sufferer,from Johnsonian “economy.” Taking the 1949 
strength as the base, and the new budget as the comparison, the 
fleets at sea are being reduced from 18 cruisers to 13; from eight 
heavy carriers to six; from five light and escort carriers to three; 
from 155 destroyers to 140; from 79 submarines to 70; and from 
439 other active ships to 414. 

Naval man power is being drastically cut, and the strength of 
the Marine Corps, never noted for its overhead, 1s being reduced 
by nearly the equivalent of a division, down to 72,000 men. 

In the air, the Navy’s attack carrier groups are being cut from 
14 to nine, with further weakening of the fighting strength of each 
group. Antisubmarine escort carrier squadrons are being cut from 
eight to seven with similar inner weakening. Patrol squadrons, 
also vital for antisubmarine work, are being cut from 30 to 20. 
And the Marine air arm has been chopped down from 23 fighter 
squadrons to 12. Overall, Naval and Marine aircraft in commission 
have been reduced by more than 1,000. 

Nor is this the worst. Johnson nas also taken his ax to the 
vital replacement of obsolescent and obsolete aircraft. The 1951 
budget will give the Navy only about 60 percent of the new plares 
which are needed to keep even the shrunken Naval and Marine 
air arms continuously provided with fully modern types. If this 
reduced replacement rate is maintained, as Johnson plans, Navy 
and Marine air strength will not merely suffer as it has suffered 
already. It will also be further crippled by the equipment of a 
large proportion of its groups and squadrons with planes unfit for 


modern war. 
Air Force The case of the Air Force is less dramatic, but 
hardly less grave. As everyone knows, all competent 
authorities, including the Joint Chiefs of Staff, have established an 
Air Force of 70 groups as the minimum needed to ovrovide adequate 
offensive striking power, reasonable air support for our ground 
armies, and minimum air defense. Working toward this goal, the 
Air Force had activated (but not equipped) more than 54 groups. 
Then came the cutback to 48 groups. The 15 activated heavy 
bomber groups were maintained. But tactical groups, including 
light bomber and fighter, were reduced from 32 to 27, and troop- 
carrier groups were cut from seven to six. 

This was frightening enough. The deactivation of tactical 
groups has virtually deprived our ground forces of hope of effec- 
tive, close air support—only one light bumber group is left for this 
essential purpose. Yet Johnson’s main attack on the Air Force 
has been in the concealed form of another slash in the replacement 
rate similar to that inflicted on Navy air. 

The Air Force retains as many planes as in 1949. But the Air 
Force, like the Naval air arm, is not being permitted to keep its 
group continuously provided with modern aircraft. For this pur- 
pose, more than $1,700,000,000 was requested when the budget was 
being prepared. The figure allowed under the Johnsonian “econ- 
omy” program is $1,300,000,000. 

This means that the Air Force replacement rate has been cut 
approximately 25 percent below what is thought necessary to keep 
the 48 authorized air groups fully ready for modern war. We may 
officially continue to possess an Air Force of 48 groups. But it is 
calculated that somewhere between 10 and 15 of these groups will 
have only obsolete weapons by 1955. 


Army In the Army alone, genuine economies have been made 
without cuts in combat strength. By the firm insistence 
of Secretary of the Army Gordon Gray the fighting units of the 
ground forces remain what they were. Even so, with our ground 
force strength stationary, and our naval and air power being con- 
tinuously impaired, our net loss of strength is already very great. 

Johnson, has, to be sure, succeeded in paring something from 
the outrageously swollen overheads of the services. He has also 
saved funds by eliminating such foolishly competitive enterprises 
as the giant carrier. Yet the facts cited above add up to only one 
possible conclusion—outright sacrifices of strength account for the 
vast bulk of Johnson’s “economies.” |

President Truman stands pat on our present 
policy and refers to the explanation of it by 
Secretary Acheson. The latter spells it. out as a 
continuation of our efforts to build up strength 
all over the world through our, economic and 


* military programs. He sees that as the only way 


to convince Russia and bring it to the point 
where it will come to terms on disarmament and 
other issues between us. This, he explajned, will 
be a long process and will require sacrifice by 
our people and patience and very strong nerves. 


If this is to be so, if we are to continue to 
strap ourselves in this endeavor, it would seem 
essential that President Truman himself take the 
people into his confidence and explain frankly 
what we face; for the ordeal, in many ways, is 
as trying as actual war and, in some ways, more 
so. Already we have had four years of sUspense. 


Enlightenment as to his aims is only to 
the people. It would put the case before them\and 
open the way for a much-needed public debate 
at this crucial point in our history. The public 
might accept his. verdict or it might continue to 
insist on more direct measures than continual 
“cold war,” or at least insist on another trial 
at a more direct approach. 


In all of this, we have completely overlooked 
the United Nations and, with it, the hundreds of 
millions of people in the world beyond the bor- 
ders of both this country and Russia who are 
represented there, and only there, and who have 
as much at staké as do our people and those of 
Russia. That agency might be made useful in 
this crisis, since it represents all of us. It was 
set up to serve the world in such situations. Its 
continuation also is at stake.

In the election this month, 
the Liberals will get more votes 
—but not many more, because 
they will contest more places. 
Polls indicate that not more than 
10 percent of the voters intend 
to vote Liberal. 


Despite the gloomy outlook, 
the Liberal Party intends to 
put up more than 400 candi- 
dates. The leader of the party, 
Clement Davies, says the to- 
tal will be close te 500. This is 
an ambitious undertaking for 
so small a party. Under the 
law, candidates must post de- 
posits amounting to $420, and 
if in the election a candidate 
gets less than eight percent of 
the total vote, his deposit must 
be forfeited. 

In the last election a great 
many deposits were forfeited. 
Because of that, the party has 
been called “the party of lost 
deposits.” This time, the party 
adopted the extraordinary meas- 
ure of insuring its deposits with 
Lloyds. Churchill made great 
fun of this in a recent speech.

Jamaica---a 
Riddle of Beauty

Constitution Associate Editor a 


MONTEGO BAY, JAMAICA, B. W. I. 

(By Pan American)—A young minister of 

the Church of England, newly introduced to his parish in 

Montego Bay, was blithely analyzing his new surround- 

ings when a dear old Jamaican worshiper pattered up to 

him. “Father,” she said gently, “you do not realize it, I 

am sure, but you know so much more about this island now 
than you ever will again.” 


It was a deft reminder to the overnight researchers who are 
apt to swoop down on any strange land after a three-hour flight 
from the rim of America, and try to know what-makes it tick 
before the next.three have passed. 

It is a cliche to say that this island is a study in contradictions, 
but they are so clamorous even the gentry of Jamaica admit there 
is no clear perspective of what has evolved here since Columbus 
sailed in and out two years after he put up a flag on the big con- 
tinent to the north. : 

The British moved in after Lord Admiral Venables turned tail 
on his assignment to conquer Haiti and sailed upon the somnolent 
Spanish here, but they had to defend their conquest bloodily for 
a long time. ; 

The. slavers sold their fiercest, most warlike African tribes 
here and put them in chains, and they are still more réstless and 
towering than the freedmen of other memories, 

Now they are poor, beset by a high birthrate, little industry, 
a fertile land which must be constantly wrested from the swamps, 
mountains and jungles, but they are still able to become educated 
and attain the highest recognition in the professions, which many 
of them do. They may move from their sleepy long-eared burros, 
may leave their curling-horned Brahman oxen, trudging along with 
solid wheel carts near their wattle-and-’dobe thatched-roof huts, 
and arise to the governorship of the near-by American Virgin 
Islands . .. which one of them did this very week. 

’ The British, on the other hand, send their youngsters to board- 
ing schools here at a tender age, just as they do “at home,” offer 
them polish at Oxford or the Sorbonne or Glasgow later, and then 
bring them back to this island of springs to figure out for them- 
selves how to be planters of cane and coconut and bananas by 
day and lazy lovers of the azure Caribbean, planters’ punches, 
long teas, soft music, outdoor dining, and moonlight at night. 


Their indecision ... or their flexibility ...is shown every- 
where. Clipped English is spoken by the elite, while the 
colored minstrels use a patois so strange and remote they 
may chant their naughtiest Calypso ballads (“numbuddies 
beezness but me own”) in the haughtiest company and exit 
with them clapping. 


Nature has tossed in its share of whimsy. From the sea so clear 
and quiet one can see the pattern on the rocks in the bottom 
on a Stralit night, arises a rough, wild range of mountains that 
hump the length of the island. , 

The trees and their fruit are lush, bold and powerful. Bread- 
fruit, mahoes, logwood with its pale yellow flowers luring the bees, 
motherly banyans holding out sheltering arms, nutmeg, sweet- 
smelling ginger, great thrusts of palm, eucalyptus trunks, bound 
tightly with the strangler fig, share the hillsides with maidenhair 
fern, kneeling at their feet. Crotons, not little house plants as we 
know them, but growing as high as trees and twice as full-blown, 
stand side by side with a slender-limbed lilac tree, daring it to be 
pale and lavender. 


Blocky, rustic old wharf towns, whispering with the 
shadows of the swaggering men of the sea, are almost ghost 
villages now, with prim English names like Falmouth and 
St. Ann’s, and at the end of the island big, bustling Kingston 
rises as the Chicago of the Caribbean . .. a crossroads of the 
Southern seas for worldly people and worldly goods. 


The Spanish left their mark. They named the rivers and the 
bays in melting vowels ... Rio Grande, where the waters roar and 
cascade to the sea... Ochs Rios, where eight streams catapult down 
the sides of the mountains to meet; Montego Bay, where the Hotel 
Casa Blanca has long been a languorous villa for holiday visitors. 


The old Eighteenth Century estates of storybooks are almost 
gone, beaten by the Panama blight on fruit, and by the low price 
on sugar, and it may be symbolic that the government of Jamaica 
has undertaken to split some of them up in little land parcels in 
a reform attempt to better share the wealth. 

Excépt for the excitement of the discovery of rich bauxite de- 
posits here by aluminum interests, American money has stayed 
away, and the most promising thing for the future of Jamaica is 
a bright sun, caréssing trade winds, a moon that looks like it is 
here to stay and enough powerful air clippers to oring in the jaded 
pilgrims. Tourism, local leaders agree, is Jamaica’s coming export. 

“And heaven knows,” commented Leyson Ewen, Casa Blanca’s 


suave proprietor, “if we haven’t got charm, we are lost.”

Exercises for New Mothers Words 


Editor’s note: This is the second in the series of two arficles 
on before and after the baby comes. 


To whip right into exercise shortly after the baby ar- 
rives seems almost too much to ask of a new mother. But 
conditioning exercises at this time are more important 
than at any other time in a woman’s life. 


Unless‘ overly-stretched abdo- 
minal muscles are restored to 
tone, that first gloriously flat 
feeling gives way to a gradual 
thickening through the middle. 
The new mother will find to her 
dismay that she is getting—let’s 
face it—a “stomach”! That's 
because flabby muscles take on 
fat, and then measurements ex 
pana. 

The time to begin post-preg- 
nancy exercises depends on the 
individual. In normal cases, the 
new mother is stronger for tak- 
ing a few exercises during the 
recuperative period while still 
in bed. These are so mild as to 
hardly be considered calisthen- 
ics. Most doctors have a few 
favorite exercises they suggest. 


Since our letter yesterday 
asked for exercises to start the 
third week after the baby ar- 
rives, here they are. Please get 
your doctor’s permission before 
taking these -orrective calisthen- 
ics. The number of times to per- 
form each exercise depends on 
your strergth. Stop before you 
are tired. | 

Position: Lying on back on 
bed, knees brnt, soles of feet 
on bed; arms ¢: wn at Sides. 

Movement: Resting weight on 
soles of feet and shoulders, raise 
the abdomen and hips from the 
bed, pushing upward as high 


as possible. Then fling arms 
back of head. Return to posi- 
tion and repeat, not more than 
five times. 

Position: Lying on back on 
bed, knees bent, soles of feet 
or bed, arms down at sides. 


Movement: Keeping legs to- 
gether, bring knees toward chest 
until thighs touch abdomen. 
Then return ito position. 


Position: Kneeling with head 
resting on folded arms on floor. 
Hips and knees should be in 
vertical line: 

Movement: Forcibly contract 
the abdominal muscles by pull- 
ing up-and-in. Repeat up to 6 
times, then relax completely. 

Exercises for the first four 
weeks following the baby’s ar- 
rical are included in the leaflet 
“After the Baby Comes.” I! 
would like ti explain a cnange 
in that leaflet. At the bottom 
is the suggestion that when the 
new mother is strong enough for 
a more vigorous workout, she 
send for the leaflets “Abdominal 
Exercises” and “Streamline the 
Midsection.” .These two leaflets 
have been replacec by a new 
leaflet, “Away With the Middle 
Spread,” which contains pro- 
gressive abdominal exercises, 
beginning with easy ones and 
working into a rugged routine.

Then your first move is to
